Dear Siz.—With roferenca to tha re- 
marke made by the President of the

Brown, 
late Surveyor General, had beon wade 
known, and that Mr Cooper himself 
made the condition that he should discharge 
the duties of the two offices for the single 
salary of the Surveyor General, which waa 
then $6,600 por aynum with $480 for 
coolies, making $7,080. This was hia own 
offer, made presumably to ¢ freezes out’ pos- 
sible competitors; and it was not such 2 
bad ealary for a man of hia youth and 
limited experience.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The following 18 a full report of the dis- 
cussion on the water supply in yesterday's 
meeting of the Sanitary Board, whieb wo 
summarised in yestarday’s issue ;— 

Mr Francis—I beg to move, Sir, the reso- 
lution standing in my name to tho effect 
‘that the management of the Water Works 
be transferred to the Sanitary Board as tha 
Water Authority.’ Under the existing Ordi- 
nance regulating the water supply and the 
waier works the Governor is empowered to 
constitute as the water authority any persona 
or any corporate body that he thinks ft, 
‘That Ordinance when in course of prepara- 
tion a few years ago was referred te the 
Sanilary Board and by tha Board toa Com- 
mittee of six members of which Mr Chad- 
wick, who at the time was is the ouleny, was 
one. 1 wan alao a member, andif 1 remem- 
ber aright Mr Ede and Dr Ayres were cleo 
upon it. The Ordinance was carefully con- 
sidered in Committee clause by clause, 
and when we came deal with the 
principal olanso it wi suggested thot 
the Governor should be empowered in 
the first instance to constitute as water 
authority the exeontive engineer who was 
then in oharge of the water works, and after- 
wards the Sauitery Board. It was sug- 
gested, I beliove by myself, that aa it was

possible that the Sanitary Board might not 
bo in existence by the time the water works 
were cowpleted it would be better if the 
Governor had Lhe power to authotiae any 
body to be the water anthority. The reason 
which weighed on my miod ia making that 
motion, and I think on the minds of the 
reat of the Committee in assenting to it, was 
that the water-worka were then in course of 
construction. The plava had been carefully 
and elaborately prepared by thoroughly | 
trained enginesrs, but they were in course | 
of being oarried out, the greater portion of | 
the mains had not deen laid, and the mem- 
bers of tha Committee wore of opinion that 
the whale of the waterworks abould be com- 
pleted and put inorder before a body hike | 
ourselves should be constituted ns tho water 
authority, We had not prepared tha plansand \ 
did not Know bow they were to be worked uut. 
tt was hardly for us to deal with the en- 
gineering question involved in the dis. 
tribution of the miaing and the water in the 
colony. The water works, however, are 
now vompletod, the mains are all in, and 
practically nothing remains to be done to 
carry out and complete the plans whieh 1, 
believe were originally designed by Mr. 
Chadwick. The work to be now done is to 
preserve the water in its purity, to conserve 
and maintain it, to provide for its distribu- 
tiun, to see that an adequate sapply is to ba 
obtained at the fire maing, to see that there 
is an adequate supply for the comfort and 
convenience of the community, sspecially 
for the poorer quarters of tha towo, and to 
see that there is enough for sanitary pur 
poses auch as flnshing of draina and general 
oleansing, ‘The supplying of the city with 
an adequate supply of water belongs to 
sanitary ecience, It is for the Sanitary 
Bourd,it is part of ite duty, with the 
assistanca of  the-.. anginesrs = und 
medical meu, to see and determine 
how much water is required for the colony. 
That is aanitery science and not engineering 
science, It is to calculate. asthe basia of al) 
arrangements which have to be made what 
each man requires, and baying arrived at 
that basis and haviog the quantity whiph 
the engineere have placed at our disposal it 
ie then for us to gay, and to arrange. how it 
is to be distributed, It is alo for the Bani- 
tary Board to take into consideration what 
the coudition of the individuats adfeoted is 
and whether they are able or not .t¢ pay for 


what is meant by the water works, Does 
that torm refer to the water works in lhe 
oity only 7 : 

- Mr Fraucis—I am reforring to all the 
powers vested by law in the water 
authority ; that, in short, the Board should 


‘| ba constituted the water authority, 


The Acting Director of Public Works— 
Then in that caso Mr Francis's remarks 
with regard to leaving it in the hands of 
engineers applics eqaally now a0 i did 
years ago, At the present time there are 
large works in progress 
other worke still to bo uudortaken for 
supplying more improved facilities through- 
out the colony. Mr Francis has made a 
strong point’ of the water supply being a 
aenitary question, But take the great 
metropolis, of London itself. There the 
walar is eupplied by companios. They 
have tho whole control of it practically ; 
they have not a Sanitary Board or any 
other Board to advise them as to the dis 
tribution of the supply. I think the samo 
argument might be applied to Hongkong. 
Mr Francis bas said himself that the Board 
would be dependent on tho advica and 
aaristance of its officers, apd at the presont 
moment lhe Government equally recaives 
the advica of its officers, Thorefore T am 
opposed to the proposal, and if Mr Francis 
ie covisistont he must vote against hie own 
motion because the water worke aro uob at 
present completed. 

Tho President — Gentlemon, I_ regret 
that I cannot eupport the motion. Tahould 
alvays be glad to support any resolution 
which I think would add to the efficiency of 
thin Board or add to the better preserva- 
tion of the ‘pablic heslth ; but ia thie in- 
stance I am convinced that no advantage 
would be gained. There is no evidence, 
nor has it been suggested, that tha Water 
Authority has not dono his duty under the 
Ordinance in an efficient manuer. And if 
the water was tranaferrad to this Board it 
iaauch a large busiucss, involving such a 
great deal of work, that the Board would 
really bo depeadent on their walter en- 
ginoer, whoaver he might be, for the carry- 
ing out of tho powers ander thelaw. T very 
much qrestion whotherthe Board, in what- 
aver field they might try, would fizd a 
more capable man for the work than Mr 
Cooper, the present Water Authority. T 
also think that the Board ought to take 
into consideration the question of ways 
and modns. TE yau hed the water trars- 
forred to-.this Department as the Water 
Authority you would vertainly require an 
jucreased ataff. 1 do not beliava that your 
Sanitary Surveyor would be able to do the 
double work. : 

Mr Francis—He does that and a grant 
deal more at the present moment. 

The Prevident—He may be able to do so 
with the very considerable ansiatance which 
he gets from outeide and even from Mr 
Cooper himself, I dare my. during hts 
absence. Therafore it appears to ine 
you would havo lo pet extra  apaist- 
anea, and it would be simply paying a 
man for what the enlony, and the rate- 
payers of this colony, now got dove fo 
nothing. I would remind fhe Board that 
tha present Director of Pablie Works does 
ant receive one aingle cant for the work hy 
Joos, veep arduoos and reapeveible work 
it ig aa the Water Auhority. He gots the 
same aslary aa hia pred. cossar, and when 
tha ta pusts were evmbinsd tho saliry he 
anjoyed 18 Enginver in charge uf the 
Waterworks was kaceked off by an ccaner 
miaing Government. Therefore it appears 
to rae that the ratepayera of this Colony are 
patremely fortunate in the existing state of 
uffaira, They get the whole of their waler- 
works maintaiued and they got new works 
carried ont. As_togards the Kowloon 
waterworka which Mr Lnigh called a ‘ mere 
fleabite,’ I believe that they will form one 
of the moat unique water supplice in tLe 
world, in fact I have been told on geod 
authority that thoro does not exist a water 
supply obtained under such peculior cir- 
cumstances, All this work has doen dons 
free, gratia, and for nothing, and as long a8 
we can get work done for nothing and done 
well L think we ought to rest contented. 
Thero are many othar directions in which 
this Board requires extension of powers 
and additiona to atatf, but 1 du not think 
that this isonein which any great public 
advantage would be gaiued by the addi- 
tional expenses which would be thrown cn 
this Board. 

The Colonial Surgeon also opposed the 
motion. 

Mr Francis, having tho right of reply as 
aiover, said that ng the present system and 
management had been 60 highly praised, 
he was bound to point out its defects; he 
had uot intended to attack it, but he would 
follow tbe pripciple of criminal law that 
ovideres in favour of a man’s character en— 
titled tho other side to bring evidence 
against it, which could not otherwise be 
allowed. The water dep.rtment had not 
bovn satisfactorily administered under the 
presant regime; on the contrary, it had 
been grossly mimnnnaged. Year after year 
the quantity required for the winter con- 
sumptiun bad been miacaloulated and three 
times the Water Authority had been taken 
by surprise and had had to ent the supply 
down in many districts of the city to two 
or three hours a day. Not only that bat 
evan when this small allowance wus made 
tha pressure was so small that ou the upper 
levels not a drop of water could ba obtain- 
ed. The supply, too, had beon gravely nais- 
managed as regards the poorer classes of 
the commuuity. They had been cut down 
to five gallons a day, which was totally in- 
adequate to their common needs, The beat 
authority laid it down that 20 gallons were 
required. There hed bean oo tact or dis- 
eration exercised by the Water Authority. 
Mr Crook was in every respect 4 very Cap- 
able young man, but he was an engineer 
pura And simple and know nothiag of sani- 
tary business, Mr Gooper wap alan a qua'j- 
fied and efficient engineer, but that bad 
nothing to do with the case. Neither of 
them was a sanitary engineer. Perhaps ona 
of the grentest advaptages uf transferrin 
the control to the Sanitary Board would be 
the publicity given to detajle, inetead of, 
as at present, & Government official in pri 
vate in his office with an eye p incipally to
